I reminded Adaaaaor of come of tte problemc/faced bf Preeldeot Keaaedy 
frocn the Radical Right, the eupreme ruper-aatloaallete back** ia tte States. I 
urged ttet tte rodaral Republic efflcialo. aad ladaod its press, te very coaaeioua 
of thia political problom la every atatemeat. actioa aad uttoraaco. It would aot te 
to tte Interests of tte Uattod SUtoa or Csrmeay to have tho Kennedy Adniaiatratloa 
aad tte frteoda feel ttet aay actioa oa the part of Cermaay waa feedlag tte appatita 
aad tte profQaada griat mills of tte Joha Birch Society aad tte otter elemeate of 
the Radical Right. I pelated out ttet Preaideat Keaaedy aeedad aomo room for 
eaaaeever aad negotiation, aad ttet it waa tte duty of tte rodaral republic t» make 
tte ward M aegotiatioo N a doctnt. teaored word aad aot make it appear the e/oonyra 
tor appeaeemaat or weakaeaa. la effect. 1 reepoctfully eeggeeted ttet Presideat 
Kennedy aot only could te treated but oujht to be. He Ja the leader of the moat 
powerfbl nation ia the world aad te aeoda tte aneuallficd support, truat aad 
confidence of the leaders of our Allies, aad particularly of Adenauer. Tte 
Chancellor reacted vary favorably to thia. I auggeatad to tte Chancellor that 
becaaee of his maay year, of eaperieace ia dealiag with dictotora and flghtlnj 
agaiast dictatorabip. at bona and abroad, hia wiaa counael would alwaya ba
